Java Is a small Ulasd, only six hun- 
dred miles long, and from sixty to 
one hundred and twenty In width, and 
lioa a population ot twenty-elglit mil- 
lion souls, it liSB rlgbtly earned such 
uajnes as "the Kden of the East," -'the 
Pearl ot the East;" and it Is. from any 
way you core to look at it, the most 
luteresUng tropica! Island lu Uie 
world ; and, verily, if It was only a 
Christian eouoti-y, it would be a verit- 
able paradise In all Its fulness ; hut, 
sad to relate, tho mtlllons who live In 
this small Island know nothing what- 
ever about the God whose handiwork 
Is to he seen on every side. 

The nominal faith ot the Javanese Is 
Mobiunmedanlsm, but of a very mild, 
jelly-flBh order, but at the same time 
they are all priest-ridden. Only oc- 
taslonally I have seen that familiar 
scene tp ail Anglo-Indians, and those 
who have lived in other Mohammedan 
countries, of men ot all grades, praying 
at the roadside, or in their shops. I 
'jeliovc. If tisy were only a tittle more 
fanatical, and strouger In their faith, 
we. the " Bala-Ke8lametan," would- 
nave s. greater hold upou tliem. 

Jlohammedanlfim was first intro- 
duced to Java about the year 1450 ; 
replacing the old Hlndoo-BrahmlQ 
fatih, and there are still standing large 
towns and temples throughout the 
tountry, ahowing the sway that the 
Brabmlnlcal and Buddhist faith bad, 
boforo thfi jTotaiiiiaedaii inv,'s.5inc, i'i;c 
most celebrated ot these temples la 
the Bcro-Boedoer, which was built dur- 
ing the eiglith and nintii centuries, and 
Is purely Buddhistic in style ; this 
mammoth ruin compares favorably 
with snythlng of tlic- kind in Uritish- 

ocllpses those heautifnl ruins at Maba- 
iapurom (seven pagodas] in the 
Madras territory, trhere the •writer has 
spent many happy days, studying those 
uuliQiie carvings. 

By the blessing of God and Hie hel)i, 
may our little Army he the means of 
building up monvmients that will for 
ever stand as an evidence ot a living 
religion, and net a dead one. 
The Island of Volcanoes. 

Java Is also called the ialnnd ol 
volcanoes, there being about thirty- 
five, and many of them ranging from 

At present there are not many that 
are In active operation, hut when they 
do burst out, they cause tremendous 
h=VGo snd destractlon. It is only the 
other day we had Bn evidence of the 
uncertainty ot an urupiion, when the 
Kloet belched forth hundreds of mil- 
lions of tons of lava, ashes, and stones, 
and with it summor.fns before thslr 
.Malc«r hundreds of unprepared souls. 
And It is but a year or so ago we saw 
hundreds swept away at Seram, and 
without a moment's notice a tidal 
wave rolled in, during the rlpBd of 
night, and huudreds bad to stand be- 
fore their God, 

But the worst eruption of recent 
years was when the volcanic Island 
of Krakatan ivas burst asunder, caus- 
ing a tlditl wave Tfhlch swept away !n 
the west of Java over 36,000 people, 
to say nothing ot the lives lost In the 
Island Itself. Onp wonld think, with 
such terrible warnings, that nponle 
would realize there was a living God, 
who not. only controlled tbe universe, 
but also was longing to control their 
ilvcB, if tney would come to Him. 

Although only some four hundred 
miles from -Husi equator, our island 
home is noL op.,' for, as It Is so narrow, 
wp set the full tcnsats of the brcc-zea 
from (»ie lndlft£ Goes.". It ~o rcill- 
'.vuni noL weather, then wo must return 
horae to Australia. Here, at Poer- 
woredjo, about seven miles aa the crow 
ilies from the above-named ocsan. It 
Is quite cool, and I appreciate my rug 
at nigh.ts, Eiu when I have my ijaiii 
!r. ths moiiiius, tiiuH twice before 
pouring the wator over me. So don't 
think s£d ssrmpathize with us because 
we are melting away on account of the 
heat. You have only to see Majoi' 
Cummins, and others officers here, and 
I can Ims^ne a lot of my readers say- 
ing, "I would like to go to Java." Tree, 
we lio not experience thp ponulno cold 
weather that you arc blesscil ■vrltb. 



but tbs tsmpsraturB mreiy goes over 
ninety degrees ; and furthermore, we 
do not have those long seasons of dry 
wcalhor, lihe other tropical countries, 
consequently we do not see the 
parched, bumt-up wastes of country 
that are so often met with in the 
land we have left 

Eveo'thtng Is green, and many ot 
the mountains are cultivated right up 
to the summit, for nearly all the avail- 
able ground !e utilised. Ot cuursc. 
there are still large tracts of Jungle 
to be cleartd away, but they are most- 
ly away frnm auy rsilwsj-. 

The Capital. 

In coming from Batavia to the east 
of Java, we have to pass through 
Buiienzorg, about eight hundred feet 
above the sea. The Governor-General 
has bis residence here, hut Bultenzorg 
Is known throughcat the civilized 
world tor one thiilgj— Its Botanical 
Gardens, being the finest and undls- 
putably the best In the world. Con- 
HPnitsntly, it !e the shew place ot iJie 
island, aud no one can say they really 
know Java uaU! they have gons 
throi.vsii iL 

From Bultenzorg the railway com- 
mences Its circuitous Journey through 
the mountains, and tho scenery Is 
amsngst tlie Gnest in the world, it 
times resembling the western ghats 



way along the precipitous mountain 
tracks. In the distance you see men. 
and children, knee-deep, 
transplantliis tlia rice from the seed- 
beds, while everywhere is to ha seen 
the big, grayish water buffalo, the 
beast of burden in this country. Otton 
he !s sporUr.s !n the muddy Creoles, 
■with hie nose just out of the water, or 
leisurely browsing in the flelds, with 
a sturdy, brown little fellow perched 
on his back, arrayed in Nature's own 
garb. Truly all this goes to make up 
a most wonderful panorama. 

After traveling for nine hours, we 
once more get Into the plains, and 
then run through Indigo, sugar, and, 
later on, tobacco plantations, with tlie 
b'g drying sheds studued all over tho 
place. What does Java not grov.- ? 
Well, let the hortloulturist and agricul- 
turist come and And out. Ot course, 
cocoanuts, bananas, and palmyras are 
on every Bide, hut we are rich in 
fruits. True, we miss apples, ete., but 
have In the plaee of them mangoes, 
jack, breadfruit, mangosteen, ramhoe- 
tan, langsat, doekoe, pauptah, custard 
apples, oranges, poemaloe, sourbag, 
and doerlaus, which are Just coming 
m. You have to taste the latter three 
or four times before you like them, 
and for a beginner it is admirable to 
try -Krhoa tlisy have a oulJ. so that 
you cannot smell them. I am told that 
they smell worse than any rotter eggs— 
bnt I wes abt in the work in the early 
days.

BROTHER L. S. NORRIS, OF BARRE. VT., RELATES HIS EXPERIENCES. 



Having accepted Christ as my Sav- 
iour, and the Holy Spirit as my Com- 
forter, many years ago, and being 
called as a soldier and assistant 
chaplain nf the United States Army, 
and many times delivered by the grace 
and power of God from the jaws of 
death, I thought perhaps the readers 
of the War Cry would iltse to hear 
from me. I was the only son of 
Christian parents, and was taught 
from my youth to serve the Lord, 
When tha WOT broke out, over thlrty- 
sls years ago, I felt It my duty to go. 
and God gave mo the assurance that 1 
should return home ; so In Januarj", 
1864, I enlisted for the war In the 
gth Vt, Regiment. Alter starting for 
the seat of war, with several other 
comradeB, to reinforce the ninth, then 
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L. S. Norris. Bai

In North Carotina, and Brrlvln;; in 
New York elty, we crossed tho occar, 
about a hundred miles. The waves 
were blgb and bolsterouK, and nearly 
all the soldiers, numbering about two 
hundred, were sea-Btck. I kept as quiet 
ss poEBlhle on dech, trusting In the 
Ann that moves the world, it took 
four days and nights to cross to North 
Carolina. However, we reached the 
shore Id saTety. some heinc almo.cit 
exhausted by sea-Hfckness. For my- 
self, I was happy In the Lord, and 
glad again to give than.ka and talte 
courage. We bad then ten miles more 
to tn go by rail to Our detailed spot. 
We met with many of the old soldiers 
at Newport. KorHi namliTii! There wc 
round many that tarried night in old 
log huts, one commissary building and 
SHiSaslLS uctallsd tc- SUui-j Uie niii- 
read supplies. StlU nearly all were 
negligent to their country's duty, and 
their God. The flrst night my home 
was dedicated to God by prayer, and 
many came around my tut to hear the 
voice of prayer and eKbortatlon, for 
I never feared the face of clay. But 
we were not long (,-umfonahly situated, 
as the enemy was soon In pursuit or 
us, and came upon us unaware.^— 
three thousand against eight hundred 
01 our men, and we were obliged to 
retreat. Still we held the enemy in 
chect for half a day. 

North Carolina was noted for exten- 
sive pine and pitch orchardE, and many 
harrela of tar wore strewn along the 
ralircad lines. Near the barracks was 
a deep river and railroad bridge, and 
we were obliged to retreat across the 
biiu^e in doDbie quick time, iha 
majority of our men croKsed the bridge 
In safety, rolled barrels of t-w on the 
bridge, buret the tarrelE, and set Are 
lu ioe tar, to prevent tbe rebels trom 

Through the Flamce, 
but God wnK with me, nnrt T received 
no barm. It was then dark, still ths 
missilea of dentii like hall iiatsed over 
car heads, some were taken pilioners, 
and four killed, but the enemy did not 
pass over the bridge, ■ 

Seen the earth seemed to tremble. 
The magazine bad blown up, and all 
our little hoUEjcs were in Hames ; but 
our men tsfleapert, Throilgb the dessa 
forest we "WKte marching for rein- 
forcements, weal? with fatigue, and I 
was obliged to rest hy the roiulaMe !n 



some bnsbea, with a comrade to care 
for me. After resting for two hours, 
and committing ourselves to the care 
of our Heavenly Father, two cf us 
tried to follow in the dark toward 
some ilgiii tuiead, and soon saw a 
dim lieht, where we hoped to lodge for 
the nlghL This light came from a log 
hut, where we tarried for tho nigbt. 
We roasted some sweet potatoes hy 
the flrci-place. as we had bad nothing 
to eat since morning, and after a good 
night's rest we thanked God and took 
courage, and started on the trail of 
the regiment, which was obliged to 
take a ronndabont course for Bufcrt. 
some thirty miles trom camp. About 
flve o'clock we reached a Union hos- 
pital, where we stayed all night The 
next morning we took the boat and 
met the regiment We rested about 
two days, and In the meantime I saw 
the jhaplalu, and asked him what I 
could do. 

"My dear brother," said be. "I be- 
lieve God has sent you to assist me. 
I have Kjcrc tias I can utcompiisb In 
the distribution of Bibles, tracts, and 
papers, and In preacbing on the field." 

From that hour every chance I bad 
was devoted to some work for Gcd. 

The nest day we started with rein- 
forcements on cars for the old camp. 
We found It entirely vacated, and 
uvery buiiaiug burnt. We took old 
meltpd canteen tins to try our meat in, 
dug rifle pits and threw up breast- 
works for our protection, and put up 
car tents. Therp a.-n<i n steam saw mSi; 
near by, and we b-ulit houses and act 
up poles, and covered them with cy- 
press bonghs to shield lis frera th£ sun. 
The family altar wao kepi up in my 
tent, tracts, papers, and Testaments 
were dlstriiiuted, and the Gospel was 
nreacbed at every opportusity. Plciicts 
were sent out in every direction, and 
some precious souls were brought from 
darkness to light and tesUflefl to the 
saviug power of God. The boys often 
gathered around my tent at the hour 
of prayer, and I cad the privilege of 
talking to them about thpir scul's sal- 
tation. I remember taking a trip to 
Haverlock. where some two hundred 
were camped there, i held meetings 
In a large log shanty, where many 
seemed anxious about their soul's 
sslvatJsn. Near this yiuL-e i frequent- 
ly saw 

Two Large Alliqators 
come out of the pond near the shore 
to sun themselves. 

After going back to the camp I often 
preached In the open field to more 
than a tboasaBd people. Here I got 
Doisoned in some sh— abbery. and was 
^eni to the Bufort hosplial, where 1 
was kept for three weeks, and again 
wejit back to the regiment. 

wo were soon called out on a navy 
expedition to capture a rebel picke'c 
post We started in the night, to take 
them by surprise, but the waves were 
so high that we ooXild not get there 
imm nearly all the rebels bad left.

However, we took a few prisoners, 
some mules, etc., and sent out our 
pickets waUlnE for the rebela to re- 
turn. About eight o'clock at night we 
beard cavalry coming, and supposed 
they were rebels. Tney proved to be 
some of the Twelfth N. Y. Cavalry, 
who, aupposlKg wo wore rebels , fired 
into us, but did not hit us. Our com- 
pany also fired, and killed one Orderly 
Sergeant and some mules. Then ex- 
planations were made as to who we 
were, ant] the firing ceased. The next 
day our men made arrangemontB ih 
returu to camp, and tho Orderly was 
put in a coflin and sent home. ■VVlieii 
we got back to camp we had no more 
aehtiiig in North Carolina. After that 
we had some good meetings and sev- 
eral conversions. After arriving at the 
camp my whole soul was drawn out 
for the salvation of souls, seeing so 
much sin and transgression against 
the laws of God. I held many meet- 
ings with the colored people, who al- 
most danced for Joy, and were eager 
to catch every word. Thus we were 
comfortably situated tor six moultis, 
and God was pleased to save many 
sonlH, 

From Newport we were sent to New- 
burn, N.C, but our stay here was 
short, and we soon took boat for Vir- 
ginia. There we were almost con- 
stantly uu ine march. "Fight the good 
light of faith," wan my mpttn ; pvnyer 
and supplication were not neglected, 
aud after marching night and day for 
three weeks, crossing rivers on pon- 
toon bridges, wc camped with a large 
company on au elevated plain near the 
enemy's ranks. We could hear some

braying In early mom, and later seven 




different bands playing — rebel as well 
as Union bands. This remlnrled me 
or the Siiuumerabie company which 
.John saw, only the most of our com- 
pany had not their robes washed In the 
biood of the T.Emb. Wo coiild eou- 
Btantly bear the roar of tbe cannon 
and the buiatiug of shells. 

From thence our company was 
called Intu lino of battle on Ciiapin's 
Farm, in a large field ut sugar cane, 
where we had to fight our v,-ay throngh 
shot and shell, the shell often bursting 
over our iieads, the horses and men 
being killed at our side. We marched 
over dead bodies of men and horses 
until we gained a victory aud took a 
rebel fort. Surely It was blood and 
fire, but we held the rebel fort. After 
digging rine pits, and making good 
fortifications against tbe enemy, shells 
came thick and fast trom the rebels, 
but with not mucn loss to us. Then 
rclnforcemeiits of rebels came and 
ciiarged on ub. and nearly all the 
rebels were put down in piles, as our 
men were well fortified in their rifle 
pits, and several rebels laid down 
their arme and were tsken prisoner 
Soon two other rebel forts were taken 
by our men, and victory was perched 
on our banner. 

There I wan taken sick nnd sent to 
the convaloscent hospital at Point of 
Rocks, and being able to walk about 
T was g!ai of thn pilviiegc of visiting 
the slelc and wounded soldiers, and 
pointing them to the Lamb of nn,| 
v.'hlch taketh away the sin of the 
world, and many were glad to seek the 
aalvatiuu of their souls. 

One dear Christian comrade I visit- 
ed, as his life was fast ebbing away, 
often repeated the words, "Come to 
Jesus," and many wcrr- saved tUrouiiii 
his entrenlies. 

Soon after this we that were able 
had the privilege of getting a furlough 
to go home and vote for Lincoln. 
Though I was hardly ahle to ride so 
tar, we ventured to take boat on a 
river uome three hundred miles to 
Washington, D.C., and from there by 
rail for Montpeller and home. Though 
I had lost Uilrtyelght pounds in flesh 
and suffered many hardHhips, at the 
end of the war I was still a victor by 
the grsee of God, and to-day— 
"My hope Is built on nothing lesr. 
Than Jesus' blood aud righteousness."

The telegraph offlco was packed, the 
day after the accident, with men des- 
patching meBSBges to their loved ones, 
telling them of their escape. Oli, that 
men would be as aniious w ic" "' 
their anf ct^ for rtomlty ! Alrenfly the 
merchants of the town alone have sub- 
scribed »1,000 towards the relief ot the 
sufferers, and outside help is fast com- 
ing in. 

We are more than ever convlnceil 
that this life is short, and that man w 
only tui grass.

Within the past six years, since the 
Commander and Consul assumed the 
administration of the Army govern- 
ment in the V. S. A., there has been 
nn increase of from 2,000 to 3.000 offi- 
cers ; of from something like 600 to 
Eomatblng over 900 corps, outposts, 
and Social Institutions ; of from seven 
to twenty-one Heaeuo Homes, having 
an annual capacity respectively of 450 
and 1,500 inmates. Six years ago 
Army shelters afforded accommottatlon 
to 600 Individuals nightly ; at the 
presost date 9,000 Individuals are be- 
ing nightly sheltered, and during the 
past year were furnished a round 
3,000,000 lodgings. A system of 
fifty industrial homes also have been 
created, by which during the pas!, year 
no leas than $120,000 has been earned 
and hnndreds tmd hundreds of unfor- 
tunate men have been enabled to main- 
tain their aelt-respect. 

The farm colonies, subject to so 
many melancholy prophecies two or 
three years ago, have proved them- 
selves ail and more than all that was 
hoped for them. 

Ot money loaned, J25,000 baa been 
repaid ; in two years two different 
ooloniBta have been able entirely to 
liquidate the Army's claims upon them, 
though the limit set for payment was 
ten years, and there are Home seven 
or eight colonists who, at the present 
rate of payment will have cleared their 
homes in from "our lo Eva years.

The Bay of Islands, and tlie passing 
along the Hnmber River, amidst tower- 
ing rocks and trees, was one of the 
Quest pieces of scenery I ever saw.

The Maiden Trip.
